Washington, Nov. 23—[Special]— 


The question of the future government 
of the Philippines is engaging much at 
tertion here these days. The plan that 
receives the greatest favor is known as 
the. '-open door." 
Members of the cab- 


inet say that this "open door" policy is 
nothing more nor less than the creation 
of a complete tariff for and against the 
Philippine Islands. 
There is, however, 


a distinct reason, or rather two of them, 
for the unexpected incorporation of 
this "open door" policy in the treaty it- 
self. The proposition 'as submitted to 
Spain is, in brief, that the United States 
will govern the Philippine Islands, but 
do it in such a way as to put all the na- 
tions of the earth on an equality so far 
as general competition is concerned. 


A tariff will be created for the Philip 


pine Islands which will operate against 
the United States exactly the same as 
against all other nations, at least for the 
period of a year. 
The ordinary tariff 


laws of the United States will be ap- 
plied to importations from'the Philip- 
pines exactly as if the islands w ere a 
foreign country. In this way all Euro 
pean countries will stand on a par with 
the United States in the Philippines so 
Jar as customs duties arc concerned. The 
exports of the island will, of course, 
seek the most profitable market, inde- 
pendent of any question.of political al- 
legiance.

The Baldwin hotel, one of the most 
famous hostelries in the west, was burn- 
ed this morning and a number o£ lives 
lost. The great building was discover- 
ed to be on fire at 3 o'clock, and an hour 
later but the bulging, crumbling walla 
stood. The hotel was filled with guests, 
and all were given ample warniap- ^nt 
some who slept on the top tioors, 
where the servants were also quartered, 
were unable to escape, and several 
undoubtedlg perished. The men jumped 
from the windows and were dashed to 
death. Several women were seen to fall 
back into the flames appealing from the 
windows of the building without success 
for assistance. It is reported that several 
servant girls were burned to death, on 
the top floors. 


A later report says ten lives were lost 


altogether. 
The property loss is be- 


tween a milliop and a half and' two mil- 
lions. The hotel was built by "Lucky" 
Baldwin, the famous sporting man and 
capitalist.. 


The fire was under control at 9 o'clock 


but is still burning. A large number of 
injured persons.were taken to the hospi- 
tals.
